Francisco Girl. 


S.vs FRANCISCO, October 10.--Miss 


Amelia Weekey, or Donnelly, aged 16, 
died this evening under suspicions cir- 
cumstances.

the morgue and upon examination it 
was fonnil that death had resulted from 
the effects of a criminal'operation.

her mother claiming she had been 
treated for pnemonia by a Mrs. Dr. God- 
frey without success.

soo'n discovered all was not right, and 
in making an investigation of the room 
found several instruments used in the 
unlawful operations. 


A visit was paid to Dr. Godfrey, who 


turned out to Im Mrs. Dr. L. Ephame, 
the proprietor of a Folspm street hos- 
pital. She at first disclaimed all knowl- 
edge of the sick girl, but upon being 
pressed, finally stated she had treated 
the girl for cancer, but as she could not 
effect a cure, hnd given the case up. 


Her story is not believed and at a late 


hour tonight she was arrested by the 
police and will be held, pending an in- 
vestigation by the coroner. Mrs. Lep- 
hame is the woman who was several 
months ago accused of murdering a babe 
helonging'to one of her patients.

Los ANGBLKS, October H.—When the 


irrigation congress reassembled this 
morning a debate occurred over the 
granting of proxies. The vote for prox- 
ies carried by 30 majority. 


A large number of resolutions were 


presented. Arizona asked that congress 
be memorialized by the present irriga- 
tion congress to admit the territory as a 
state. Another resolution was offered 
ttiat in all states and territories not hav- 


ig an irrigation department ur bureau 


stops should be taken at once to have 
the legislatures establish such. Another 
resolution was offered that when once 
water was brought to land that owners 
of the land should have a right to it. All 
resolutions were referred to the commit- 
tee ou resolutions. Another resolution 
sets forth that Peltiers on semi-arid 
lands of the government should have 
government aid in reclaiming water 
supplies and some part of the money re- 
ceived by the government for the "land 
should go to the establishment of water 
basins and other water supplies. 


T. II. Newell, of the interior depart- 


ment, read a paper on government in- 
vestigations. 
He declared that 
the 


main question after getting water was 
the proper distribution of it. 


T. Eamun DeYobarrola, a Mexican 


delegate, was then called to the chair 
and presided while John P. Irish read, a 
paper on the need of immediate action 
ami compilation, aud publication of irri- 
gation matters. 
Colonel Irish repre- 


sented the irrigation division of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 


Hon. J. B. McDonald presided at the 


.tfternoou session, and Hon. J. W. Greg- 
ory of Kansas read a paper on the sig- 
nificance of irrigation as regards the 
^ t plain 
regions of the United 


States. He contended that with irriga- 
tion these semi-arid lands would blos- 
som like an Oriental garden, and that 
the heat and storms of the dry months 
would bo robbed of their terror to the 
farmer. 


Dr. Joseph Jarvis of Riverside read a 


paper on "Irrigation as Applied to 
Horticulture." He gave ft review of ir- 
rigation in Southern California and the 
results attained. The whole irrigation 
problem rests on the education of the 
east to its importance. 


Colonel Hinton presented a resolution 


recommending the organisation of state 
irrigation associations and the early as- 
sembling of state conventions to con- 
tinue the work of this body, which was 
referred to the committee. 


Alexander Bruce of N«jw South Wales 


told of the resources of that country and 
said surveys hnd been made for irriga- 
tion development. 


Spires of Los Angeles presented a 


resolution asking the advancement on 
the United States supreme court calen- 
dar for an immediate hearing of the case 
of Trege, plaintiff in error, vs. Modesto 
Irrigation district, as an early decision 
by the supreme court will, if in favor of 
the district, settle for ever the legality 
if the Wright irrigation law as well as 
the absolute security of investment to 
capitalists. Spires said there were $15,- 
000,000 worth of irrigation bonds issued 
and their sale depends on the decision of 
the supreme court.

"State Irrigation hi California."

also an invitation of the Southern Pacific 
Company to go by special train Sunday 
to the soldiers' home and Port Los An- 
geles.

PHYSICAL fiXUUJlAKCE TO B£UI.N 


The Tucker Bill Passes (he House 


by a Vote of 200 


to 101. 


WASHINGTON, Oetol*r 10.—Senators of 


all shades of opinion now agree that the 
night session ia the experiment neces- 
sary to bring the senate to an agreement 
on tho financial question. Opinions tHf- 
for much as to the probable length of a 
continuous session and as to what result 
it will lead to. The silver men are count- 
ing upon its continuing for forty-eight 
hours, and are making plans according- 
ly. They will make an effort at G o'clock 
.omorrow afternoon to secure an ad- 
journment, but do not expect to succeed. 
After tho adjournment motion is voted 
lown some one of the silver advocates 
will take the floor and speak until re- 
icved by some other senator of like 
views. The leaders on the silver side 
say as far as they can control their forces 
,hey will insist that a majority Bhnll 
uaintain a quorum. It is cvideut the 
•cpeal men will have to continuously be 
>r»sent in quite large numbers to "pre- 
vent adjournment. A large majority of 
:he senators admit compromise as the 
most probable result. 


Senator Voorhees and immediate fol- 


owers say the bill will go through as re- 
ported. A careful canvas of the senate 
shows that if a vote should be readied 
ipon the bill as it stands it would carry 
jy a vote of 48 to 37, a majority of 11. 
The silver men claim at least eight sen- 
ators in the affirmative list arc desirous 
of securing a compromise and is some 
ueasure can be devised t<) which thev 
cau agree their vote will bo reversed. 


THE SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, October 10.—In the sen- 


ate this morning Squires introduced an 
amendment to the silver bill calculated 


embrace everything demanded by 


both sides of the question. 


The senate then went into executive 


session to discuss Chinese registration. 


The house bill repealing the federal 


election laws fwluch passed the house) 
was today laid before the senate. Piigh, 
chairman of the judiciary committee, 
was In the chair at the time, and was 
about to refer it to that committee when 
Hoar suggested that the hill should go 
:o the committee on privileges and elec- 
:ious. Pending the determination as to 
its reference the bill was laid on the 
table. 


After a short executive session the sen- 


ate adjourned. 


THE HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, October 10.—The fact 


that voting on the Tucker, bill to repeal 
the federal election laws waa to occur 
this afternoon'drew full galleries in the 
house today. Tlie bill and its amend- 
ments by Fitch, Lacey and Burrows was 
read. Burrows' amendment seeking to 
except from repeal tho?e laws providing 
for a free registry vote of citizens, irre- 
spective of color or previous condition, 
and providing for the punishment of 
those interfering with registration of 
voting and giving the .United States 
judges jurisdiction was defeated on strict 
party lines by a vote of 100 to 198. The 
vote then recurred on Lacey'a amend- 
ment providingforpunishmentof crimes 
against the ballot in congressional and 
delegate elections, 
Lacey demanded 


the ayes and nays, claiming the defeat 
of his amendment would give bribery 
and ballot box stuffers free rein in dele- 
jato elections in territories, and his 
imendment was lost. Then the Tucker 
bill passed the house by a vote of. 200 to 
101. 


The house then adjourned.

In the committee 
rooms couches and blankets are pre- 
pared, and even-thing possible U> make 
comfortable the"situation into which the 
senators have found themselves is lieing 
done. 


As the hour of 6 o'clock approached, 


it which it was known the signal guns 
or the beginning of the contest would 
be sounded, a gradual filling up of seats 
on the floor and in the galleries made it

Ex- 
periments are now making with figs and 
olives, and probably but a few years will 
elapse when these articles will prove as 
common upon our markets as raisins 
and prunes are today. Almonds are also 
doing well on the coast, aud to this time 
the financial results obtained have been 
of the most satisfactorv character. The 
walnuts of California are beginning to 
take rank with the best produced in any 
section oi the world. The locality for 
the finest goods is in the Los Vietoa val- 
ley. There the industry is being pushed 
with tht) accustomed vigor of the Cali- 
fornian, and France and Italy are ad- 
vised that the product will continue to 
increase and that the home markets are 
wanted by the Pacific const growers.

favor or affection, or for any reward or 
the promise or hope thereof. I would 
rail your attention particularly to this 
language, and it would be well for you 
to bear it in mind continually. 


"You are endowed with extraordinary 


powers; your proceedings are in secret 
and you may not disclose them, thus se- 
curing the integrity and independence 
of your actiona against every improper 
influence; yon may require any citizen 
to answer at the bar of public justice on 
a charge involving his life, liberty and 
honor; therefore, the law contemplates 
that you shall act with entij^ impartial- 
ity, free of malice or ill-will, without 
favor or affection. 


In the performance of your duties you 


should know neither friend nor foe.posi- 
ion nor condition, but in fill you do,pre- 
ent the truth,the whole truth and noth- 
ng but the truth. 
"As to the kind of evidence you 
hould receive and the degree of evi- 
lence to warrant an indictment, you are 
referred to sections 920 and 921 of the

sures brought to bear by Mr. Cleveland 
and his obedient servant at the head of 
the. treasury department to compel the 
repeal of the purchase clause of the 
Sherman act is a deliberate and mal- 
icious disregard of the plain and man- 
datory provisions of that law.

000,000 available for construction pur- 
poses.

deed of trust filed yesterday ia $oR,000,-

The trust deed creates a sinking func 


for tbe reception of the bonds, the in- 
terest of which is guaranteed by tho 
Southern Pacific of Kentucky. It must 
be understood that the bonds nre i?sm 
by the Southern Pacific railroad, which 
is operated along with a numberof othei 
lines in California and other states and 
territories bv tbe Southern Pacific Com- 
pany.

According to San Francisco esuianjijes 


F. A. Iltiber, superintendent of the viti- 
cuHural department of the fair, h:is pre- 
pared hit first circular. It will be sent 
to the editors of all interior newspapers, 
with the request that it be given as 
much prominence as possible. In it is 
outlined the general plan of the pro- 
posed exhibit. The assistance of all 
persons interested in the industry in 
question is earnestly requested. 


The horticulturists of the state are 


deiermined to make the industry in 
which thev are interested as prominent 
as it should be at the exposition. Sev- 
eral inen'proniir.eut in horticulture have 
already volunteered their services to 
take charge of certain departments and 
others are sending in suggestions which 
will be valuable when the labor of or- 
ganization begins. 


Four counties of the st2te have now 


Indicated their intention to have each a 
separate building in which to place their 
exhibit at the fair. Their example has 
stimulated other? to emulation, and the 
prospect of having many more on the 
grounds is an excellent one. The first 
to he in the field was Humboldt county, 
hut its building as at present arranged 
will he an auuei to the Agricultural and 
Horticultural building. The nest to fall 
in line was San T>iego, whose people 
have subscribed ?oOQO for the purpose. 
Ko\v Alameda is to the front with a pro- 
posed building, which, if erected, will 
add materially to the beauty of the ex- 
position grounds. 


San Mateo is also in the field for such a 


purpose, and its people, represented by 
their commissioners, intend to bring 
bac-k-their log cabin erected at the Col- 
umbian Exposition and build it at the 
fair. In it will he placed a large part of 
the San Mateo county exhibit. It is 
proposed to spend $.3000 on it. 
The 


county intends to make this display of 
particular interest, hut il will also be 
reprtctmcd in the other buildings of the 
exposition. 


Among the tasks that must be under- 


taken in connection with the exposition 
15 the arrangement of a complete pro- 
ciam for the 181 days of its duration. 
Under this arrangement of course there 
wonld be a California Day, and one for 
each county hi the state, with a day for 
each of tlie prominent cities. 
There 


would also be an Oregon Day, a \Vash- 
ington Day, a Nevada Dar, an Arizona 
Day, a Utah Day, and 50 on. Then 
the're would be" English, 
German, 


French, Italian, Spanish and Austrian 
days, with days for each of the other 
nationalities also. 


In addition to these the Native Sons 


would have their day, and the Native 
TlaughterF, too, the Free Masons, Odd 
Fellows, Foresters and ail the Brother- 
hoods would have their gala time, aud 
there would be one continuous round of 
snecial days for special purposes, in 
which certam features would be made 
prominent, just as has been the case iu 
Chicago, only with the local elements 
emphasized even to a. better advantage. 
The recognized holidays occurring in the 
season during which the fair will ue held 
will necessarily take precedence.

.he city of Selma yesterday for los? and 
lamaycs suffered at the hands of n mob 
n that city on September I, ISM, for 
which he chums the sum of $2995.30. 


This amount is made up of a number 


of causes uf action assigned to the plaint- 
iff by other fellow sufferers and celes- 
tials for losses caused by the anti-Chi- 
nese raid in Selma at the date above 
named. 


The complaint eels forth that Sam 


Wing_Lee was a merchant doing busi- 
ness in Selnm and that tlie rioters broke 
,nto his premises and carried away a 
gold watch worth HO and $367 in lawful 
noney of the United States, and goods, 
wares and merchandise of the value of 
'235, and the defendant is held liable 
hercforc for not protecting plaintiff's 
iroperty. 


The second cause of action is for loss 


and damage suffered by Ah Wall and 
Vh Loy, who carried on a restaurant 
nisiness in Belma. for a trunk of cloth- 
ing valued at $50 and $560 in money, 
which claim was afterward assigned to 
his plaintiff. 
The third cause of action is for loss 


and damage suffered by Wong Qui Sing, 
troprietor of the Gee Sing store in 
5elma, in the loss of a trunk valued at 
i?.SO and $750 therein and $9.70 taken 
rom the money drawer, etc. 


The fourth cause oi action is for the 


loss and damage of Eh Ah Fong, owner 
of the Sing Kee, wash house in Selma, of 
a trunk of clothing valued fit $46, rash, 
$380, silver watch $20, and a gold ring 
$10. 


The, fifth cause of action is for loss 


and damage suffered by Wong Ah Ham 
and Wong Ah Slam of a wooden safe 
containing $36250; a trunk containing 
"S: clothing, $39, and blankets worth 


10. 
All of these poods etc., are alleged to 


have been taken by the mob which 
raided Chinatown on the night of Sep- 
tember 21st, and the claims ore all as- 
signed to Sam Wing Lee, who brings 
action therefor. 


Attorneys claim that the only defense 


which the city can successfully inter- 
wee will be as to the amount of prop- 
irty taken or destroyed, and the amount 
if damages sustained by the several 
Jlunamen named in the complaint. 


The mob iu question was the one led 


by Yinzent, a native of the Azores isl- 
ands, who, after demonstrating that he 
was of but little value in any legitimate 
ine of industry achieved s()uie success 
as a mob leader. 


It seems the irony of fate that the city 


_f .Selma should thus be mulcted in 
damages by one set of undesirable for- 
eigners for the lawlessness of another 
set of foreigners, more undesirable be- 
cause leaa law abiding. 


CHINESE BUTCHERS 


Compelled to Clean Their Places by 


Dr. Hopkins. 


Dr. H. St. George Hopkins, county 


health officer, has just completed his

houses. They were in a very filthy con- 
dition, hut he has succeeded in making 
the proprietors clean their places, aud 
and they are now in good condition. 


The slaughter houses of most of the 


white butchers are in good condition. 
There arc one or two, however, who 
have np to the present refused to clean 
their places and who will he summarily 
dealt with if they refuse to comply with 
the law in this respect. 


Dr. Hopkina baa received many calls 


from various parts of the county toabate 
nuisances, but is unable to give them 
attention on account of the meager com- 
pensation lie secures for his service?. 
He is paid only $100 a year by the su- 
pervisors, who are cutting down all cx- 
penscB but their own, which amount 
would not pay for even his livery hire, 
jiot to mentio'n his services.

be, hut he cannot be expected to neg- 
lect a lucrative practice for $3.0;" 
month.

Xo Increase 


in the Lireine Advo- 


cated. 


KIUTOK KKVI-BLII-AX :—In your issue of 
iVtv tlav£ .SL-O if «vnt;tiiu-.l a iej-oit of a 
nferenvi* he: ween a delegation of liquor 


dealers and three meniK-rs <->f tlie liuard 
of ^npt-rvitor;, in whirh it is sought by 
tlie saloon men to impress upon mem- 
bers of the board the disastrous effects 
that ivoultl en$ue to the more respecta- 
ble silicon men in particular, and the 
Iwd results to the community in gen- 
eral, through Sunday closing and in- 
creasing saloon licence. It is argued by 
[hem in substance that such a course 
would prove a hardship on the more re- 
ttpectable places by throwing the trade 
into the channels of the dives nnd drug 
stores on Sundays; that some of them 
are not now more than making expenses 
.ind tliat such action would compel a 
suspension of Imsin&s on their part to 
the detriment of other business and the 
[tublic iu iieiH'ral, inasmuch as 
the 


imounts paid out for license, rents and 
Imrkeepers contributes to the prosperity 
of tlie community; thnt there would be 
more druiikness "and furthermore that 
such action on the part of the board 
would be discriminating in favor of a 
class, etc. 


I submit Unit this is not a question of 


dollars and cents merely, or of individ- 
ual business transaction, but of greater 
scope and importance as affecting the 
nublic at large—a question 10 be con- 
sidered with reference to the moral and 
social interest of the community tirst, 
and individual interest secondly. 
In 


Lhis connection 1 desire to din.-i.-t" atten- 
tion to tht1 iiiet that it is n fundamental 
principle of the common law, founded 
in natural rights, that individuals as 
part of a community must of necessity 
surrender a part of their personal rights 
or privileges, that otherwise attach to 
the uncivilized, for the benefit of the 
public and in consideration of the pro- 
motion they derive thronu'li such i-um- 
iiact, and that no man has a right to 
ict in a manner, or pursue an occupa- 
,ion that is detrimental to his neighbor 
or the public welfare. 


Assuming that our position is not sus- 


ceptible of dispute I will proceed first to 
inswer the plea and some of the state- 
ments made by our saloon friends and 
secondly endeavor to point out some of 
:.he evil effect? of the liquor trafiic on 
.he public at large. 1 have ever been a 
great stickler for personal liberty and 
:he least possible abridgement by the 
aw-rnaking-power of the personal priv- 
lege of the citizen, and 1 wish it dis- 
imctly understood that I am discussing 
ibis question not from a church or pro- 
libition standpoint at this time, but 
TOUI one of purely public policy. 


With reference to the proposition to 


increase tlie liquor license I will not at 
this time discus? either its justice or 
jolicy. As to the Sunday closing part 
jfthe proposition, this is the most im- 
lortant point at issue- -the real bone of 
Contention. It is here their fight is 
(entered, to defeat which their heaviest 
jatteries will be brought to bear and 
their supreme effort made. "With.them 
,his privilege must, if possible, be main- 
lined at whatever expense. 


Their plea that it will injure them 


financially is not a valid one. 
Other 


classes of business close on Sundays, 
ind in some other localities all classes 
of business are required to close. If 
other branches of trade can afford to 
close their places of business on Sun- 
days, the saloon man can afford to do 
,be same; besides, neither he nor any 
one else has a moral rigbt to keep open 
iis place, of business at, the expense of 
,iia neighbor in some other business, 
who desires one day's rest out of seven. 
The charge that their patronage would 
by such action be transferred to the 
drug stores and low dives, and that there 
would be more drunkenness as a conse- 
quence, is, EO far as it relates to the 
drugstores and drunkenness, simply ab- 
surd and untrue in fact, as every one of 
any experience knows. So far as it re- 
ates to the dives, it is an unwarranted 
assumption that our officers would not 
enforce the law. Is there any reason to 
julieve that such places would be 
avored or allowed to escape the majesty 
if the law more than others? Cer- 
jiinly our otficers can he depended on 
to enforce the law? If not they can be 
compelled to do so. 


There are all sorts of places in Fresno 


"roin as rcsnectable a saloon as it is pos- 
sible to find down to the lowest dive. 
There are some of-this latter class that 
should not he allowed to exist here at 
all. It is with this class that the aver- 
ige laborer spends mast of his time und 
money. Here it is that the low gam- 
bler, the pimp, the thief and the high- 
wayman hangs out ready to pounce 
upou their poor, miserable victims and 
rob them through any means, from a 
game of cards to murder, ii necessary, 
to accomplish their end. It is in front 
of such places that may be seen such a 
motlev collection of humanity as ia not 
tit to he seen on the streets; whose priv- 
ilege it seems to be to expectorate to- 
bacco juice on the sidewalks, pollute the 
surrounding atmosphere with their foul 
breath and still fouler language, and ob- 
struct travel, to the great annoyance and 
discomfort of ladies in particular. Es- 
pecially is this the case on Sundays, a 
day of idleness and dissipation for a 
large majority of laboring men. It is a 
disgrace, to our city and county. It ia 
this class of saloon "that needs most to 
be rigidly dealt with, and should at least 
be required to close on Sundays. It is 
un questionablv the duty of the hoard in 
dealing with a*business of thia kind to 
place about it such safeguards as appeal 
necessary to the best possible protection 
of society and the maintenance of law 
and order. 
That Sunday closing, if 


properly enforced, would result in vast 
benefit to society there can be no doubt. 


Viewed from ii financial standpoint, 


we are confident, it would prove decid- 
edly beneficial to tlie community. The 
cost to this county of feeding and prose- 
cuting crimin.ils is enormous. Our jail 
is full to overflowing and our court cal- 
endars are always crowded. As the re- 
sult of Sunday closing, there would he 
less drunkenness, less crime, and more 
money spent in the legitimate channels 
of trade, while the expenses of county 
government would be materially less- 
ened. It is only a question of time 
when Sunday closing will be an nssurei 
fact, and it is to 1* hoped that our best 
citizens who have the love of their fam- 
ilies at heart and who stand for law; 
order 
and 
moral advancement wil 


actively interest themselves in this 
cause.

The Hoard of Supervisors at the ses- 


sion yesterday had under consideration 
.he applications for appointment of as- 
sistant janitor for the court house. 


The applications of C. C. Haley and 


John G. Ashman were read, and Super- 
visor Butler placed W. M. Hedrick in 
nomination in a short speech. 


The first ballot stood Ashman 1, Baley 


2, and Hedrick-2. There being no choice 
a second ballot was cast which stood 
Ashman 2, Hedrick 3, and the latter was 
declared elected. 


The matter of his salary was then dis- 


:ussed, and on motion was fixed at $65 
per month. 


The committee investigating the mat- 


_er of deputies to county officers held a 
session during the afternoon and later 
iled u uiajoritv report which, it is un- 
derstood, favors a horizontal reduction 
of 25 per cent, while Mr. Wicker- 
iham voted no as a minority report. 


The report was discussed, and some 


eloquent speeches were made on the 
ubject on both sides of tbe question.

Mr. Wiekerahatn was of the opinion 
hat capable men should be paid fair 
alaries, as the county work was im- 
lortuut, aud the labor required was in 
he nature of expert work, requiring 
tnowledge, skill and integrity. 


He called the attention of the board 


o the fact that owing to the condition 
of tbe county finances the deputies were 
compelled to sell their warrants to 
brokers at, a large discount for ready 
cash. 


He staled that some of the citizens 


who had been loudest in their demands 
for a reduction before the hoard were 
renting houses to the deputies at figures 
nearly double those they quoted to the 
board as reasonable. 


If the salaries were to be cut down on 


iccountof hard times why did not the 
junkers cut down interests, the house 
owners rents, the merchants prices, aud 
the brokers discounts. 


Some of the men who advocated cheap 


abor were loaning money at 2% per 
cent a month and shaving warrants at 
more ruinous rates. 


Other members of the hoard discussed 


he matter from different standpoints 
ind finally it was agreed to take up the 
matter this morning for further consid- 
eration.

A dispatch by telephone from Sander 
i Coroner L. 0. Su-pJu-ns hiet iii^Jit 


stated that Joseph S. Klliott liad com- 
mitted suicide und requested the coro- 
ner to takv charge of the remains. 


Dtt-ph y, Klliott, who was familiarly 


known by every one in that portion of 
tho county as "Uncle Joe" was one of 
the best known residents of this county. 
He was a native of Massachusetts, and 
for many years was a stage driver in 
Nans county, where his jolly disposition 
ana smart "Yankee wit had rendered 
him famous un an original character. 


He raine to this county atttut the 


year 1S70, and until recently owned a 
"very valuable tract of laud north of 
Centerville. 


A few years ago he sold the property 


advantageously, 
retaining an equity 


therein, and he and his wife lived com- 
fortably in the neighborhood. 


His "wife died some time ago, since 


which time he resided with Ales Bar- 
ringer, the husband of his younger 
daughter, and near neighbor" to Ids 
older daughter, who ia the wife of Jos- 
eph Emery. 


These two daughters, who survive 


him, constitute his kindred in this vi- 
cinity. 


Of the circumstances surrounding hia 


death little could be learned beyond the 
fact that lie left llnrringer's yesterday 
to go to his old place, and, not return- 
ing when he was expected, search was 
made for him. 


His body was found Ivinir in a pool of 


blood, with a discharged pistol l>esu|e 
it, the surroundings indicating suicide. 
Coroner Stephens will go out and hold 
an inquest this morning. 


The Inquest. 


The inquest on the body of Joseph S. 


Elliott of near Sanger, whose suicide 
was mentioned in yesterday's KXI-I/KU- 
c.\s, was held yesterday morning by 
Coroner Stephens at the residence of 
The son-in-law of the deceased, A. H. 
Barringer, six miles from Sanger. 


Mr. llarringer was the first witness. 


He stated that Elliott lived with him, 
tnd left the house between 10 and 11 
o'clock Tuesday morning. He thought 
nothing of it, supposing Elliott would 
return soon. Later on Barringer went 
to the Gould ditch, taking his gnu with 
him. 
He returned about (i o'clock, nnd 


was met by his wife, who told him her 
father, Elliott) had not yet come home, 
and asked him to look for the old gen- 
tlemen, as she was uneasy about him. 


Barriuger left to look for Klliott, and 


went to tho latter' old place. He saw 
Elliott lying on a knoll, and went up to 
him and shook him. He then discov- 
ered the old man was dead. Elliott's 
hand was within six inches of a pistol. 
He was lying on his right arm, and on 
iis side. 
The witness stated further that Elliott 


liad not to his knowledge had any 
trouble recently, and was never heard 
to complain. He hart two or three chills 
several weeks ago, but had recovered 
irom them and was feeling quite well. 
Elliott was 73 years old, and a native of 
Massachusetts. No papers were found 
on his body. 


Josiah Emery, who lives about half a 


mile northwest of the Barringer place, 
corroborated the testimony of the first- 
named witness in regard to the position 
of the body. 


Dr. C. W. Helm of Sanger testified 


lhat the bullet entered the lower lobe 
of the left lung, thence through the 
stomach, through the lower lobe of the 
right lung, passing out at the right side. 
Death resulted from hemorrhage and 
shock. 


The pistol with which the shooting 
.•as done is of 3S caliber. Elliott could 
not use his right hand, his arm being 
stiff from an injury received some years 
ago, and he held the pistol in his left 
hand. 


The jury brought, in a verdict that 


Elliott coniG to his death from a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by his own hand. 
The funeral will take place tins morn- 
ing froni the Barringer place, and the 
body will he interred at Red Banks.

Editor of the Times:—In my speech at 
Los Angeles I stated that Ernest Seyd 
came to the United States with $500,000 
nf British gold to procure the demoneti- 
zation of silver in 1873, and that there 
were but four men in the United States 
who declared they knew that silver was 
demonetized hy the act of February 12, 
1S73.

It haa the ap- 
proval of nearly all tbe mint experts of 
the* countrv, and tlie sanction of the 
secretary of the treasury, Ernest Seyd 
of Txmdon, a distinguished writer and 
bullionist, ia now here, and has given 
great attention to the subject of mints 
and coinage, and after examining the 
first draughts of thia bill, made various 
sensible suggestions, which the commit- 
tee accepted and embodied in the bill." 


Now thia language gave the world to 


understand that Ernest Seyd was in 
Washington with his $500,000, and did 
assist in preparing the bill personally, 
and this quotation his been used in 
hundreds of speeches and newspaper ar- 
ticles for fifteen years, and has never 
been disputed until since I came to 
Washington.

This 
atest form is the social club. 
Every 


_me is pretty thoroughly familiar with 
.he process of levying funds in each As- 
sembly district, which go into the hands 
of the"leader, who gives no accounting 
for his receipts. Every one can count 
up, besides this annual total levy of 
some $200,000, the dues incidental to 
he various committees, but the levy for 
club dues and club outiugs especially, is 
in added source of income for the priv- 
leged few. 
The so-called social clubs have been 


multiplied greatly this season. To ren- 
der them more alluring to the brave they 
are endowed with Indian names, such as 
he Semiuole, the Pequod, the Pontiac, 
he Xarragansett, the Mohawk and the 
roqnois. There is going on at present 
i regular war dance in the Iroquois 
>ci:iiuse of moneys collected for a recent 
outing for'Which no accounting has been 
nade. 
Every assembly district lias its associ- 


ations, organized for these "social" and 
clam-eating purposes. Once or oftener 
n the summer months these associations 
lioltl a picnic, and every Tammany man 
in the district is requested to participate, 
which means another $5 contribution to 
the machine. In all these things busi- 
ness men arc compelled to t?.k» part. 
Postal cards .ire sent, around announc- 
ing the excursion. Then tickets HIO re- 
ceived, and later another card arrives 
stating that there will be a meeting of 
.he committee of arrangements of the 
excursion for the purpose uf receiving 
•eturns for 
tickets subscribed 
for.- 


Every employe of Tammany is on the 
ist. The money is turned over to the 
district leader. 


Some of those who went to Washing- 


x>n on March 4th paid $3 more than the 
regular fare down and back to the Tuin- 
nany agent. 
They have what they call a "Wiskin- 


kie" in Tammany hall. 
No one can 


ever tell you exactly what his dutiesare 
But he goes about the city and collects 
"assessments" on members of Tammany 
ifficer holders and others.

0 all and special favor to none," I can- 
not understand, and if 1 am not de- 
ceived, this is the whole platform of the 
?opulists. 


1 do not look on this uprising as being 


wholly chargeable to the Populists. In 
act there are other parties in the move- 
ment. 
There are the Prohibitionists, 


ind factions in both the Democratic and 
Republican parties, that have become 
ferv prominent and will be strong fac- 
ers in forming a. party in thr. near 
uttire that wilt mainly unite all these 
igitating elements. 


I would ask the Register man what 
e would have us do, in .place of forming 
1 new party of progress that believes in 
evolution of politics as well as in com- 
nerre? 
1 am willing to admit that 


energy should be directed wisely, for it 
cannot be suppressed, and our wisdom 
n this will determine whether this 
rawer shall bless or curse us.
